The  ablest,  m ist  per- 
manent, and  most  influential  papers  in 
this  country  are  those  that  are  enabled, 
by  yielding  a portion  of  their  columns  to 
advertisements,  to  put  a quota  of  the  in- 
come from  that  source  on  to  the  paper 
itself  for  its  improvemefit--devoting  that 
expense  to  it  which  its  mere  subscrip- 
tion price  will  not  justify. 

The  writer’s  observation  in  this  res- 
pect has  been  of  long  coutinuance,  and 
tbe  fact  has  commended  itself  to  him 
very  many  times  in  the  last  twenty  years 
in  the  rise  and  fall  of  newspapers. 

If  then, the  newspaper  is  so  indispen 
sable  as  the  guardian  of  our  liberties — 
addressing  itself  to  thousands  where  the 
living  voice  can  reach  but  hundreds — 
how  valuable  is  any  mode  by  which  it 
obtains  strength  and  permanancy.  How 
few  think  that,  in  the  communications 
they  make  through  the  advertising  col-

It  is  sometimes  sown  alone 
in  August  or  September,  and  in  this’ way

Except  in  rare  cases,  we  woul*  never 
sow  timothy  on  good  wheat  lana,  as  a 
rotation  crop;  for  being  a ceteal.  it  ex- 
hausts the  soil  of  the  same  ele||eiit8  as 
wheat,  and  our  wheat  4oila  arl^n'ot  how 
any  too  rich,  even  under  the  Mst  man- 
agement. If  timothy  muat  ll^c  grown, 
let  it  be  on  land  not  well  V^apied  to 
what;  and  on  such  soils  it  dust  be  sowii 
in  the  spring,  as  it  is  apt  to  Winter-kill 
on  low,  alluvial  land.- ff cftHgs  Farmer.

' erally  considered  that  from  a petit  to  a 
half  bushel  less  seed  is  requtrevl  when 
drilled  in,  than  when  sown  btoadeast. 
In  Canada,  especially  in  (he  lower  i’ro- 
viiice,  much  more  seed  is  sown  pet  acre, 
Ilf  wheat,  barley,  and  oats,  than  with 
us;  and  indeed  we  have  often  thought 
ourfurmera  aic  much  loo  sporing  of  seed, 
especially  of  oats  and  barley.  Wlien 
wheat  is  drilled  in,  wa  consider  that  one 
and  a half  bushels  per  acre  are  safhclent 
if  the  soil  is  rich  ami  the  seed  well  put 
in.bul  when  sown  broadcast,  we  should 
always  prefer  two  bushels,  onvl  in  mt- 
*1/  instances  two  sud-  a half  hueheis 
would  be  none  too  m tcli.  \ less 
quantity  of  seed  woul  I often  p roduce 
as  good  a crop,  but  we  consider  it  best 
AOt  to  run  the  risk  of  losing  half,  ore- 
ten  a part  of  the  crop,'  for  the  sake  of 
an  extra  peck  or  two  of  seed  per  acre. 

Some  difference  of  opinion  e.xists  a- 
mong  farmers,  as  to  whether  rich  or  poor 
soils  require  the  most  seed,  it  is  argued 
oil  the  one  hand,  that  if  the  soil  is  very- 
fertile.  the  plant  will  grow  much  stron- 
ger and  branch  out,  considevubly;  and 
if  there  is  too  incch  seed  sown,  the 
plants  will  still  branch  out,  aim  being 
loo  thick  on  the  grouml  they  will 
grow  up  fine,  ami  the  crop  will  "be 
laid.  Others  say  that  if  the  soil  is  pcor, 
-Or  destitute  of  a suilicleut  amount  o! 
fertilizing  matter,  it  is  certainly  bad 
policy  to  increase  the  number  of  plants 
to  consume  it — tliat  a much  wiser  plan 
would  be  to  ha  ve  fewer  plants,  ami  let 
each  of  these  have  sufScieiit  food  and  be 
perfectly  developed,  and  not  have  a large 
number,  none  of  which  can  be  properly 
tnatured  from  lack  of  the  necessary  in- 
gredients. This  appears  good  reason- 
ing, and  is  perhaps  correct  in  the  case 
essumed;  but  it  is  not  the  true  point  at 
*^58(16.  If  the  soil  docs  not  contain  suf- 
ficient ingredients  fora  crop  of  wheat, 
it  should  not  be  sown  at  all;  for  it  is 
srery  doubtful  if,  in  such  a case,  the 
plants  would  thrive  and  do  well,  even 
though  they  were  planted  so  far  apart  as 
■fo-'give  them  the  required  amount  of  in- 
gredients in  the  soil. 

The  point  to  decide  is,  whether  a soil 
that  will  produce  a crop  of  wheat  of 
t-wenty  or  twenty-five  bushel.s  pet  acre, 
requires  inore  or  less  seed  than  one  that 
will  produce  thirty-five  or  forty  bush- 
•^1  per  acre.  In  such  a case,  we  deci- 
‘iledly  think  that  the  rich  land  would  re- 
'quire  the  least  seed,  for  the  reason- that 
it  would  grow  so  much  stronger  and 
bushier  than  on  the  comparatively  poor 
suit. 

W e make  these  remarks  this  mont-h, 
in  the  hope  that  some  of  our  practical 
'correspondents  will  favor  us  witli  their 
■views  and  ezpericnce,  in  time  for  the 
next  number.

I have  already  trenched 
some,  though  I do  not  sea  how  I can  eco* 
flomically  blanch  it.  Please  (each  me 
dll  you  convenieutljr  can  in  regard  to  it.

Celery  seed  should  be  sown  as  early  in 
the  spring  as  the  weather  will  admit, 
if  sown  in  a hot-bed  and  transplanted 
Tvhen  an  inch  and  a half  or  txvo  inches 
liigb  intoa  bed  in  the  open  air,  to 
•Irengiheo,  so  much  the  better.  Let 
them  s^ain  in  thisbed  till  four  or  five 
Inehies  high,  when  they  must  be  trasn- 
'pisated  into  IrenclrSa,  The  trenches 
Mould  be  dugabout  eighteen  inches  deep 
snd  four  feet  apart.  Place  some  veil 
Totted,  rich  mauure  about  six  inches 
thick  st  the  bottom  of  the  trench,  and  on 
tbs  top  of  this  some  five  or  six  inches 
t^Tsry  rich  surface  soil  or  compost.
